Big Merger Effected Gradually. 

The aaqusition of the contracts for the sale 
of the Northwestern Gaslight and Coke con- 
trol has been gradual. Last summer the 
stock was selling sluggishly at around 85 to 
par. It was recognized as practically a 
Pedple’s Gas concern. For reasons not 
kmown until recently a buying movement 
started. When the price passed par most 
of the small holders hurried to take profit. 
After that it continued to work up easily 
until a month ago it was around 120. In 
two weeks it passed 100. In one week more 
it was 190. Yesterday it was around 165.

Canada Offers Its Help. 

The Canadian government, through the 
acting premier, G. E. Foster, has offered its 
help to the United States sénatorial investi- 
gating committee and will try to get the 
truth ot the Mount Temple story.

| Says Ismay Deplored Rescue. 

„1 will say that at that time Mr. Ismay 
was in no mental condition to transact busi- 
ness, said Lightoller. ‘‘He seemed to be 
possessed with the idea that he ought to have 
gone down with the ship because there were 
women who went down. I tried my best to 
get that idea out of his mind, but could not. 
I told him that there was more for him to -o 
on earth and that he should not let the idea 
possess him that he done a wrong in not stay- 
ing back to drown. The doctor on the Car- 
pathia had trouble with Mr. mar. on the 
same ground. 

“T was told on the Carpathia that Chief 
Officer Wild, who was working at the forward 
collapsible boat, told Mr, Ismay there were 
no more women to go. Ismay still stood back 
and Wild, who wae a big, powerful man, 
bundled him into the collapsible boat.“ 

Senator Smith said that in previous testi- 
mony the witness had declared he had not 
spoken to Mr. Iemay. This Lightoller do- 
nied. The chairman plied him with questions. 


Explains Silence on Message. 
Senator Smith asked Lightoller why when 
he testified in New York he did not tell about 
the sending of the telegram from the Car- 
pathia urging that the Cedric be held, 

“I did not say anything about it then be- 
cause there had been nothing said about the 
telegram at that time,” said Lightoller. 

Did you know when you sent the message 
the senate was going to hold an investiga- 
tion? 

Most certainly not, or the telegram would 
never have veen sent. Our sole idea was to 
keep witnesses together for just such an in- 
vestigation, which we knew would be made 
in England.“ | 

Lightoller said that 8. Hemmings, a lamp- 
man, who was waiting to testify before the 
committee, walked the length of the ship 
just pefore it sank and hed seen only two 
women.

Testimony of Hichens. 

Robert Hichens, quartermaster in charge 
of the lifeboat which took off Maj. Peuchen 
and others, next took the witness chair and 
testified that when the collision occurred 
he was at the Titanic’s wheel. 

The first officer rushed over to give the 
order ‘hard a starboard’ and the second 
officer returned ‘helm hard over, sir,’ but 
by that time we were into the berg. Wecould 
hear the grinding of it. The skipper. Capt. 
Smith, came rushing out asking what was 
the matter and immediately ordered Mr. 
Murdock to close the emergency doors. 

About that time one of the officers said 
we'll get out the boats and I was put in 
charge of No. 6 and ordered to put away 
toward a distant light. I Had thirty-eight 
women, one seaman, myself, an Italian lad, 
and the major. I told them we would have 
to pull away.from the ship, as it was going 
down by the head. Everybody had to row 
and I even asked the women. We started 
for the light which we expected was on cod- 
banker. 

Denies Charge by Woman. 

„There were several other boats around. 
One that had four or six men came up and 
I borrowed one fireman from it. We never 
got any nearer the light. Then we tied our 
boats together and stayed there until we 
scw the Carpathia‘coming. The sea was 
getting choppy and the women were getting 
nervous. I relieved one at an oar and told 
her to take the tiller. A Mrs. Meyer got angry 
at me and accused me of wrapping myself 
in all the blankets, drinking all the whisky, 
and using bad language, which I deny. 

“T saw all the women taken on the Car- 
pathia and was the last to leave the boat.” 

Senator Smith wanted to know if Hichens 
had any trouble in the boat with Maj. Peuch- 
en. He replied the major had tried to take 
command. 

Maj. Peuchen said yesterday that when 
you were asked to go back after some who 
were drowning you replied you ‘ weren't 
going back after those stiffs,’” said Sena- 
tor Smith.

HORRORS OF TITANIC HAUNT 
GIRL ILL AFTER HER ESCAPE. 


Miss Anna Kelley, with Chicago 
Cousins, Beset by Scenes of Wreck 
and Weakened by Exposure. 


A nervous wreck as the result of her ex- 
perience on the Titanic, Miss Anna Kelley is 
at the home of her cousins, Anna and Mary 
Garvey, 306 Eugenie street, with a physician 
constantly in attendance. 

Efforts are being made to save the reason 
of the young woman, who was one of the last 
of the steerage passengers to escape from 
the ill fated boat. She has been unable to 
slebp. haunted by the wild scenes on the boat 


from the hours of exposure before she was 
picked up by the Carpathia. 

‘* Miss Kelley is a nervous wreck,” said Dr. 
Thomas J. O'Malley, who is attending her. 
“I doubt if she ever will completely recover 
her normal condition. er life ie in jeopardy 
now. Unilese she can overcome her awful 
fear and terror at every sound, I fear for 
her life.” 

Despite her condition the young woman 
gave a graphic account of the wreck and her 
escape in one of the last lifeboats to leave the 
ship.

Calls Conference of Officials and 
Ship Owners at Berlin.

ASKS ACTION BY NATIONS, 


German Ambassador Tells United States 
of Plan for Maritime Regulation. 


BERLIN, April 24.—A conference of gov- 
ernment officials and representatives of the 
shipping companies to study the problem of 
safety with a view to international regu- 
lation has been convoked here at the per- 
sonal instance of the German emperor. The 
sessions were opened this afternoon at the 
ministry of the interior. 

The most important pointe on the: program 
of the conference are an increase in the 
number of lifeboats and the regulations con- 
cerning wireless telegraphy and watertight 
sompartments. 

The emperor is displaying the liveliest in- 
terest in the subject and is in constant tele- 
graphic communication with the officials. 
He has ordered the minister of the interior 
and the president of the Maritime associa- 
tion to report to him in person the resuite of 
the deliberations. 


Asks American Co-operation. 

Washington, D. C., April 24.—Count Bern- 
storff, the German ambassador, today in- 
formed the state department that the safety 
of pussengers on transatlantic liners always 
had been a subject of deep concern to the 
German government. The imperial govern- 
ment, he said, believed that the time was now 
ripe for an agreement between all maritime 
nations. Germany stands ready to enter 
into negotiaaions to that end. 

It is expected that if the American govern- 
ment is responsive to the suggestion negotia- 
tions will at once begin with all of the great 
maritime powers.

LONDON, April 2. Severe criticisms of 
the y .arine department of the board of trade 
were made by Lord Muskerry at the meeting 
of the Imperial Merchants’ Service guild to- 
day. 

Lord Muskerry declared that the measures 
urged by the guild’ meet with bitter opposi- 
tion, and he hoped that the great disaster 
to the Titanic would lead the public to in- 
sist. on. full and searching inauiry by an 
independent committee into the methods pur- 
sued by the marine department. 

Lord Muskerry hoped that the advisory 
committee would insist on a reform of. the 
marine department, and on the appointment 
of a man possessing professional knowledge 
of the sea as its chief. 

Sir Dynest Shackleton, the antarctic ex- 
plorer, emphasized the importance of hav- 
ing a committee consisting of unbiased prac- 
tical men. He continued: 

We do not want men like the archbishop 
of Canterbury on tHis job.“

GERMAN SHIP SAILS THROUGH 
FIELD OF TITANIC VICTIMS. 


Captain and Passengers Say They 
Saw More than 150 Bodies Floating 
Near Scene of Disaster. 


New York, April 24.—[{Special. ]}—Capt. Wil- 
helm and passengers of the Bremen, which 
arrived today from Bremen, reported that 
between 8 and 4 o’clock last Saturday after- 
noon, while in latitude 42 N, longitude, 49.23 
W., in the vicinity of where the Titanic 
foundered, his vessel ploughed through flelds 
of bodies of the victims of the disaster. 
“They were everywhere,“ the captain de- 
elared. There were men, women, and chil- 
dren. All had life preservers on. I counted 
125, and then grew sick of the sight. There 
may have been as many as 150 or 200 bodies. 
“A short time before, about fifty or sixty 
miles north, we passed five icebergs in suc- 
cession. Our lookout sighted them in time, 
however, and we had no difficulty tn avoid- 
ing them.“ 
“Why didn’t you slow sewn and take on 
some of the bodies?’ he was asked. 
It wag absolutely useless, for the simple 
reason that we had no means for caring for 
them.” 

He saſd that he knew that the cable steamer 
Mackay-Bennett wag searching for bodies 
and that he had communicated with its com- 
mander, informing him of where the bodies 
were. 


W. T. STEAD’S BODY FOUND? 


W. Vear” Believed to Be English 
Journalist—Mistake in Wire- 
less Code Possible. 


New York, April 24.—[{Special.]—It now js 
thought tk€ body of William T. Stead, jour- 
nalist and author, is among those picked up 
from the ocean by the cable boat Mackay- 
Bennett near the spot where the Titanic 
sank. 

It is e probable the body identi- 
fled in the lists sent by wireless from the 
cable ship as W. Vear is that of Stead. This 
becomes possible by assuming that a mistake 
was made in recelving the wireless communi- 
cation from the Mackay-Bennett. 

A comparison of the two names W. Vear 
and W. Stead, when transmitted in the sym- 
bols of the telegraphers’ code, shows that 
such a mistake easily could have been made.

Plans for the proposed theater were dis- 
cussed yesterday at the annual meeting of 
the league, which is being held at the Audi- 
torlum hotel.

A defense of dramatic critics was voiced 
at the evening meeting of the league, held

ers were Victor Yarros, Charles Bregg, 
dramatic critic for the Pittsburgh Courier, 
and Clayton Hamilton of New York, lecturer 
on dramatic art at Columbia university. 

The speakers declared that the present 
age has produced no great critics because 
there have been no great plays written. Criti- 
cism to be great must be based on great plays, 
they said. They also spoke of the necessary 
subservience of many critics, especially in 
small cities, to the commercialism of their 
newspapers. They asserted that Chicago 
critics are less handicapped in this respect 
than critics in any other city in America

SUICIDE COMPACT DENIED. 


Pair Had Been Drinking; Did Not 
Plan Death. 


Four men were overcome by gas in Chi- 
cago yesterday. Two of them died. 

Arthur Scharf and Hank Smith were 
found unconscious from inhaling illuminat- 
ing gas in a locked room at 316 South Hal- 
sted street. From the rambling statement 
of Scharf, who revived while the men were 
being taken to the Cook county hospital, 
the police at first thought the men had en- 
tered into a suicide compact. At the hos- 
pital both men said they had been drinking 
and that the gas had been turned on acci- 
dentally. 

Scharf and Smith rented the room about 
9 o'clock on Tuesday night. Mrs. Grubel, 
the landlady, noticed the escaping gas and 
summoned the police. The pulmotor of the 
Commonwealth Edison company saved the 
men. At the hospital at night it was said 
they were both out of danger. . 

Two unidentified men were found asphy=xi- 
ated by gas in the real estate office of Fred- 
erick H. Bartlett at 8105 Constance avenue 
shortly before 8 oclock in the morning. A 
small gas stove, with one of the pipes dis- 
connected, was on a table near the window, 
through which the victims evidently had 
forced an entrance. Gas was escaping from 
this pipe when the bodies were discovered. 
It is thought that the men had entered the 
building for shelter during the night and 
that the pipe was accidentally disconnected.

Roosevelt’s Letter on Harvester Case, 
Mritten in 1907 to Attorney General. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., April 24.— 
(Special) — Ihe text of the letter from 
President Roosevelt to Attorney General 
Bonaparte regarding the government's atti- 
tude toward the International Harvester com- 
pany was made public this afternoon by Allor- 
ney General Wickersham. The letter follows: 
Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 22. 1907.—My 
Dear Mr. Attorney General: 


Taft and Friends Try to Show 
Roosevelt Protected Har- 
vester Combine. - 


Mr. George W. 
Perkins of the International Harvester com- 
pany has just called upon me and submitted 
to me certain papers, of which I inclose 
copies. 

Aecording to these papers and Mr. Perk- 
ins’ statement, it would appear tliat the Har- 
vester company has repeatedly on its own 
initiative asked that its business be investi- 
. &#ted by the department of commerce and 
labor through the commissioner of corpora- 
tions; that three years ago the interstate 
commerce commission decided it had accept- 
ed what amounted substantially to rebates; 
that Mr. Moody, the then attorney general, 
was about to take action on this report. but 
the Harvester company promised to rectify 
the practices and see that nothing contrary 
to the ruling of the commission was egain 
done. This wes satisfactory to the attorney 
general ard the sult was dropped.

Knox Smith, commissioner of corporations, 
to President Roosevelt, written in Septem- 
ber, 1907, are as follows: 
To the extent of my present. knowledge 
I am satisfied that the facts are as stated 
by the company ‘with the single exception 
that I do not have definite knowledge as to 
the nature of the case now in the hands of 
the cepartment of justice, but from the ex- 
pressions of the attorney general I am in- 
clined to believe that it is, as Mr. Perkins 
Stated, a purely technical legal question. 

“As to the principle of fair dealing and 

good policy involved, I also concur em- 
' Phatieally with the attitude of the company. 
It ie certainly true that this company has 
been most open with the bureau. 
Furthermore, the attitude of the Morgan 
interests generally, which control this com- 
Pany, has been one of active codperation. 
In the investigation of the steel industry the 
United States Steel corporation has already 
spent thousands of dollars in compiling for 
the bureau the most complete and intimate 
information as to the business and its offi- 
cers have gone to immense trouble and loss 
of time to facilitate in every way our work. 

“In my interview of Aug. 24 with Mr. 
Perkins he set forth a number of considera- 
tions which seem to me of great weight. He 
stated his company had endeavored to obey 
the law in every respect and had carefully 
put itself in line with the policy of the ad- 
ministration; that the interests that he rep- 
resented, includihig nat only the International 

Harvester company but also the far-reaching 
Morgan interests generally, had originally

It is submitted that this 
case raises acutely a question of general 
policy of great importance which must be, I 
think, determined now and for which this 
case will stand asa precedent. 

This ease raises the question inclyded in 
what the president has called good and bad 
trusts —the question whether combinations 
as such shall be prohibited; whether the 
government is going to try to forbid all 
comb:nations regardless of their methods or 
ends, or whether, on the other hand, it is 
going to pyrsue the policy, frequently stated 
by the president, of regulation and control 
rather than of prohibition. 

: It Is a Civil Cases 

Finally this case against the company 18 
a civil, not a criminal one, Dea will not 
affect the case through any statute of limi- 
tation. If there is a good equitable case 
against the company it will be in a thou- 
sandfold better shape for trial after the in- 
vestigation by the bureay than now. 

“The considerations explain and justify 
the attitude taken by the International Har- 
vester company, which attitude represents, 
I believe, that of a majority of the financial 
interests of the country.

Four Delegates at Large, In- 
structed to Vote for Presi- 
dent’s Renomination. 


ROOSEVELT NOT IN RACE. 


Colonel’s Supporters Give Their 
Aid to Cummins, but Lose 
by Small -Margin.

Cedar Rapids, Ia., April 24.—[Special]— 
President Taft -won the four delegates. at 
large to the Chicago convention over Sen- 
ator A. B. Cummins in the Iowa state Re- 
publican convention here today by a vote 
of 761 to 720. : 

Added to the twelve district delegates in- 
structed for him, this will give the president 
sixteen votes from this state as against ten 
district delegates instructed for Senator 
Cummins. The unit rule does not prevail 
here. The delegates at large are: 

GOV. B. F. CARROLL. 
GEORGE D. FPERKINS, 
the Sioux City Journal. 

JAMES F. BRYAN of Creston. 

LUTHER A. BREWER, Cedar Rap- 
ids, president of the Republican- 
Times company. ' 

The brief resolutions adopted follow: 

“We, the Republicans of Iowa, in con- 
vention. assembled, pledge: ourselves to the 
welfare of the Republican party. We be- 
lieve that under the able and magnanimous 
leadership of William Howart Taft the party 
hag made à record in national affairs that 
is not only in harmony with its illustrious 
past, but that it will more and more appeal 
to the conscience and good judgment of the 
American people.“ 


Cummins Resolution Voted Down. 

A substitute resolution offered by the Cum- 
mins or progressive element, indorsing the 
Chicago platform of 1908, declaring for the 
preferential presidential primary, the Roose- 
velt people's rule principle, and indorsing 
Serator Cummins, was defeated, 764 to 717. 

Senator Cummins condeded the victory of 
the opposition at the breakfast table, this 
morning. He gave up thefight after spending 
a greater part of the night) conferring with 
state leaders. He returned to Washington 
this afternoon. 

After the convention Senator Cummins 
said: f 

J have not been an active candidate for 
the presidency. The boys here in Iowa, my 
friends. said they wanted to present my name 
to the Chicago convention, and I consented 
without making the active canvass which 
apparently was expected of me. 

“I still expect my, name will be presented 
to the national convention, notwithstanding 
today’s, defeat. I have been knocked down 
and dragged out before, but I don't believe 
anybody has ever yet said that L would sur- 
render when I believed I wes advocating the 
right. | 

“This is a caucus convention,“ he added. 
“They made a campaign for proxies. I 
don't do business that way. 

Hints at Federal Domination. 

He strongly intimated that the federal ma- 
chine had been used against him. although 
he would make no direct charges. It was 
apparent, however, that the postoffice clique 
as well äs the state administration was on 
the president’s de. * 

Gov. Carroll, who will lead the Taft dele- 
gation to Chicago, resented Senator Cum- 
mins charge that proxies had brought about 
the Taft victory. ‘‘ We could have given him 
all the proxies and then beat him,“ he*waid. 

The twenty-four delegates instructed for 
Roosevelt in Page, Mills, and Washington 
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counties all went tor Cummins when re- | 


leased by Mr. Roosevelt, who Made it plain. 
it is stated, that he favored the indorsement 
of Senator Cummins. No effort was made 
by the Roosevelt managcrs to carry the 
state; but despite their inactivity, a strong 
undercurrent of Roosevelt sentiment was 
noticeable. It manifested itself frequently 
in the convention.

Indeed the De Neuflizes 
are mentioned on page 1294 of one of his 
ponderous volumes as being entitled to bear 
arms, as follows: 

„ Azure, a chevron d'or, between three 
roses argent, stalked and leaved with the 
same, and ina chief, argent, a crescent sable, 
between two stars, guſes.“

A SAILOR ON THE DISASTER. 

Chicago, Aprfl 22.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Having sailed as master and mate 
out of the gulf ports for twelve or fourteen 
years in North Atlantic trade in windjam- 
mers, I would like to say a few words, having 
often met growlers and ice in the gulf 
and Straits of Belle Isle and outside. I was 
twice taken off east of the Banks, the last 
time from the brig Alice by the White Star 
old Celtic, Capt. Gleadell, of which at the 
time the late Capt. Smith was fourth mate. 
Both our boats were smashed and the Celtio 
lost four hours in getting us, I was once 
eight days in field ice and growlers and we 
moored toa growler for the night and worked 
through it In the daytime. 

The outer edge is always the worst on ac- 
count of the sea and swe]. Ice can be seen 
a long time before coming up to it by the 
“glint” on a clear night. He that watches 
his thermometer watches the ice. They 
plainly knew and saw the bergs long before 
striking, but the spur which the steward says 


| extended,three miles from the berg they did 


not see till they were on top of it, and in 
changing the course struck at an angle which 
is always liable to twist the stem. 

It would have been better had they not 
seen it at all and struck a square blow, there- 
by damaging only the fore compartment and 
wedging her in it. It ig likely they would 
have saved all on board. As to boats, every 
boat ought to have a “sea anchor” fora drag 
to keep her head to it, and don't forget the 
bottle of oil. I lived out a gale in 52 north 
latitude, A west longitude, in a boat sixteen 
feet for four days gfter the vessel sank. 
Again, why not keep a record during March 
and April of winds and ice movement from 
Newfoundland and Belle Isle. The sealers do. 
It was gross defiance ok the laws of nature.

REICHSTAG HOOTS 
DUELS IN ARMY 


Kaiser's Ideas Raise Storm of 
Protest from the Cath- 
olic Members. 


; 


War Lord's Spokesman Says Pri- 


Among Soldier Officers, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, April 4.—The kaiser’e views on 
dueling in the army were angrily censured 
in the reichstag today and his majest}s 
spokesman was hooted and hissed out of the 
tribune. 

In the course of the debate on the military 
estimates reference vas made to the recent 
Auel between Lieut. von Herringen, 6 nephew 
ot the Prussian war minister, and Léeut. von 
Puttkammer, in which the former was Red. 
It was declared that this affair wae an in- 
sult to the nation. } 

Herr von Herringen, the war minister, got 
ap in en agitated manner and protested 
against such criticlem of the wer lord. He 
added that men who refused to fight duels 
on the ground of religious convictions were 
unworthy to be officers, 

Angry Protest Against Duel. 

This brought an outburst of angry indigna- 
tion from the-Catholic Center, Liberal, Rad- 
ical, and Bocialist benches. 

The minister tried for five minutes to con- 
tinue his remarks through the uproar, but 
found it impossible to say a word and wes 
obliged to abandon the task 

Herr Paasche, the vice president of the 
reichstag, then remarked that the war min- 
ister could have no further doubt as to tow 
little his views on dueling were chared by a 
large section of the nation. 


Catholic Centrists Indignant. 

The Centrists were particularly indignant 
over the kaiser’s order compelling ang Ro- 
man Catholic officer upon whom a fellow 
officer chooses to ffx a quarrel to quit the 
army it he refuses to fight on the ground 
that as an honest Catholic he is conecien- 
tiousty unable to take part in a duel. 

Others who protested egainst the kaiser“ 
latest orders were actuated by the general 
principles of Hberty. 

Nevertheless dueling does not seem likely 
to cease, especially as the defenders ot tha 
code profess to regard those who oppose 
their views as lacking in the irue conception 
of honor.

Julienne Soup. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
RANDFATHER SOYER—Grandson Soyer 
» invented paper bag cooking—says of juli- 
eune soup: 
“This soup is entirely the hereditary 
roperty of France and is supposed to be 
80 ed from the months of June and July, 
when fall vegetables are in full season; and to 
make it in reality as originally made a smal: 
quantity of every description of vegetables 
should de used, including lettuce, sorrel, 
tarragon; however, some -few -sorts of vegeta- 
bles mixed together make a most estimable 
soup. 
“Weigh half 4 pound of vegetables in fair 
proportions to each other; that is; carrots, tur- 
nips, onions, celery. and leeks, which cut into 
small fillets an inch in length and of the thick- 
ness of a trussing needle; when done, wash, 
dry, and put them in a stewpan with two ounces 
of butter and a teaspoon of powdered sugar. 
Set them upon a sharp fire for ten minutes, 


tossing them now and then until the vegetables 


become covered with a thin, shiny glaze; but 
to not let them get brown. 

When done pour two quarts of clear broth 
over them, set upon the fire, and when at boil- 
ing point place at a corner to simmer until 
ct vegetables are quite tender, carefully skim- 
ming off the butter as it rises to the surface. 
Just before the soup is done add a little sorrel, 
cabbage lettuce, and chervil or peas, if handy, 
vut it Would be excellent without either.“

It is difficult to decide what is the ideal 
way of making a jullenne soup, for there are 
as many ways as there are makers, and 44 
way is good unless the cook using it is a go 
soup maker. Some cooks prepare their vege- 
tables, spread them out, sprinkle over them 

a teaspoon of salt and perhaps two of sugar, 
= mix these in thoroughly and géntly with 
the hands. 

They are then put in a saucepan with an 
ounce of butter or so And a very litle hot 
water bolled up, and afterwards set in the 
oven to cook done, When they have cooked 
they are added to a consommé with some lit- 
tle peas and a few tiny, green, French beans. 

wn the vegetables a glazed, as in foy- 
er's ipe, they can be safely cooked in the 
stock, and it will be perfectly clear at the 
end, as it hee: be, if the work is carefully 
done,

In reference to this glazing process he says: 

“Care must be taken, for should you let 
them get brown, the flavor of the soup would 
be spoiled; whilst upon the other hand, if put 
in while surrounded with a whitish Iifquid, 
your soup would look white and unsightly; 
with a little attention, however, success is 
certafn; and, once accomplished, there would 
be no diffigulty in making any vegetable 
soups or sauce, therefore it is very desirable 
to know how to do it properly.” 

If the vegetables are not glazed or cooked 
separately, the chances are not in favor of 
the soup having the desired appearance, yet 
this soup is made in a fireless cooker without 
& previously prepared stock, the meat iand 
vegetables being cooked together. It take 
expert, however, to make it come out right. 

Julienne Soup (translated from the French 


of Mile. Rose).—Cut into small fillets every, 


kind of fresh vegetable, such as carrots, 
parsnips, leeks, potatoes, turnips, top celery; 
chop fine onions, lettuce, sorrel, chervil. Put 
in a casserole a large piece of butter, and 
throw in your vegetables. Cook over a quick 
fire, stirring them; then moisten with hot 
bouillon. Add salt and sugar, and let simmer 
until all are well cooked. You may add in 
season little peas, asparagus heads, green 
beans. You may turn the soup on little pieces 
of bread, cut in triangles, in squares or in 
rounds and fried in butter, but this soup is 
ordinarily served with the vegetables only.

that the Mothers’ Aid would soon erect an 
additional hospital building to cost $250,000. 
The new building will be located at Fifty- 
first street and Vincennes avenue.

It will be equipped with every modern 
hospital appliance, and its staff will be spe- 
cially prepared to deal with emergency cases 
requiring immediate ambulance service. 

A mothers’ pavilion to cost 350,000 prob- 
ably will be maintained for emergency cases 
only in the rear of the hospital.

CATHERWOOD DIPS 


Statement as to Alleged Peril | 


Through Errors Called Ma- 
licious Falsehood.”’ 


Robert Catherwood, president of the Civil 
Service Reform association, dipped into the 
muddled condition of the county treasurer's 
office yesterday. Property owners have 
been complairing for several days of what 
they term the insufficiency and Inefficiency 
of the service. Some have asserted they 
have been compelled to wait hours to geta 
chance to hend their money to the collector. 

Mr. Catherwood wrote a letter to the coun- 
ty civil service cemmiesion suggesiing an 
investigution and the discharge of extra 
men found incompetent: 

1 do not know that conditions are any 
worse than they have been in the past, said 
Mr. Catherwood in hia letter, “ but I am 
told there is danger of having one’s property 
sold for taxes even after payment because of 
mistakes in crediting checks and writing 
descriptions. 

“Malicious Falsehood,” Is Reply. 

County Treasurer O'Connell declared that 
the above statement le a ©“ melicious false- 
hood. He added that the trouble is not 
with the efficiency of his clerks, but with 
the tax collecting system. , 

However, Mr. O'Connell cancelled a requisi- 
tion for fifty additional clerks which he had 
filed with the civil service commission, He 
has found that 200 extra men in the county 
elerk's office are to be laid off and they will 
be again placed on the eligible list. Most 
of these extra clerke in the classified service 
are said to have slipped in without taking a 
competitive examination under the blanket 
clause last July, when the merit act became 
effective. 

Inquiry Already on Foot. 

President Greer gaid he would keep Mr. 
Catherwood’s suggestions in mind in connec- 
tion with an_inquiry now in progress in the 
county treasurer's office. _ 

“Inefficiency on the part of the clerical 
force in my office is net one of the reasons 
for the presept conditions,“ explained Mr. 
O'Connell. e have between 50,000 and 
60,000 more taxpayers this year than last 
year. We do not have enough time to get out 
the bills and collect the taxes. Still another 
reason for the conditions is the multiplicity 
ot taxing bodies. Delay results.”

‘BLAME PUT ON WHOLESALER. 
: 


Urges Action by Congress to Restrict 
Transportation of It. 


IBT A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C, April 24. ~[(Special. 1— 
Lack of restraint of the sale of cocaine in 
Chicago and the appalling extent of its use 
there are conditions shown by an investiga- | 
tion by the bureau of chemistry of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Cocaine trame in Chicago is absolutely 
wide open, Dr. Lyman F. Kebler.chief of ine 
drug division, said today. Little enforce- 
ment of the legal restrictions now provided, 
inadequate as they are. is attempted. Thirty 
thousand would be a conservative estimate 
of the number of cocaine habitués in Chicago 
and these people have no difficulty in obtain- 
ing the drug they crave. 

In Illinois the laws restricting the sale 
of cocaine do not restrict. App one can buy 
eocaine in any form. in any quantity, and 
for any purpose, if he buys it in original 
packages from wholesale dealers and the bot- 
tles are correctly labeled. 


Law Affects Retailers Only. 

The law provides that no retail druggist 
shall sell cocaine or any compound of it, 
except for medicinal purposes and on a 
physician's prescription. No attempt is made 
to enforce this regulation, and even if it were 
rigidly énforced, any one could go to the 
nearest wholesale druggist and buy cocaine 
in one ounce bottles. 

“The committee on interestate and for- 
eign commerce of the house is now consider 
ing the Richardson amendment to the pure 
food and drug act. If this amendment is 
adopted, with the modifications sugge 
by the department of agriculture, we will be 
armed with @ weapon to combat this traffic. 

At present we are powerless to reetrict 
or prohibit the interstate shipment of co- 4 
caine or other habit-forming drugs. Any 
one in Chicago can order cocaine: from a 
chemical supply company in New York, and 
we cannot prevent the shipment if the 
packages are correctly labeled. 

Most of the states have laws reguiat- 
ing the local gale of cocaine, but these do 
not affect interstate traffic. In Chicago, for 
example, much cocaine is obtained from 
peddlers who buy it in Michigan and ship 
it openly on the lake boats. 


Would Keep Track of Drug. 

“Only by keeping track of all cocaine 
manufactured or imported until it reached 
the ultimate consumer can the restriction of 
ite use to legitimate, purposes be ageured. | 
Legislation should be enacted requiring an 
manufacturers or importers to keep detailed 
record of all shipments and submit this data 
te the agricultural department. 

“Retail interstate shipment should be 
prohibited. No cocaine should be allowed 
to be sold for use without a physician's 
prescription, which could not be used for 
a renewal of the order. This prescription 
should be signed by the purchaser and kept 
by the druggist in files open at any time te 
inspection by representatives of the de- 
partment of agriculture. Violation of these 
regulations should be made a penitentiary 
offense.”’ .

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PLANS A ‘CORNER’ 


Attorneys for Grain Firm At- 
tack Motive Behind Bro- 
ker’s Injunction Suit. 


POINT VIOLATION OF LAW. 


Charge Wheat King” Holds 
5,000,000. Bushels and Tries 
to Block Deliveries. — 


Attempts to show that Adolph J.Lichtstern, 
millionaire board of trade operator, is seek- 
ing the aid of the court in consummating a 
corner in wheat, yesterday marked in- 
junction proceedings brought by Lichtstern 
in the Circuit court.* Attorneys for the J. 


‘Rosenbaum Grain company charged that 


virtually all wheet in Chicago public eleva- 
tors is owned by Lichtstern. They contended 
that a decree in his favor would limit the 
supply in the Chicago market and oring 
about the corner.“ 

“This dil, declared Attorney Levy 
Mayer, “is filed at this time, just before the 
May delivery, for the express purpose of 
bringing about an infamous and criminal 
corner of the wheat market in Chicago. Mr. 
Lichtstern admits ownership of 500,000 bush- 
els of wheat. 


Sees Court Being Used.“ 
“We will show to the court that he owns 


‘more than 65,000,000 bushels and that he is 


seeking the aid of the court in this injunction 


proceeding so as to limit the supply and pre- 


vent the delivery next month of the ‘fu- 
tures’ for which he has contracted.” 

The question arose during the cross-exam- 
mation ef Howard B. Jackson of Jack- 
son Bros. & Co., commission brokers.

the attorneys might present authorities on 
the question of going into the matter of 
„corner. He will rule on this question 
this morning.
